SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled Draped.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is due to the manner in which the publication depicts nudity. The 
publication is a colour photograph that has been downloaded from the Internet. 

The photograph is of a naked woman lying across the top of a desk. Her arms are 
hanging back over her head, which is slightly over the edge of the desk. The woman's 
eyes are shut, and her mouth is open. She is visible from above her pubic bone with 
her breasts exposed. The woman has two objects around her neck. One of these is a 
necklace while the other is more ambiguous, but may be a cord or thin rope. The 
woman is posed in such a manner as to be sexually titillating. 

There are no matters to be considered under either s3(2) or s3(3) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993. Consideration has been given to the relevant 
provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 as they relate to this publication. 
The limit on freedom of expression resulting from this classification is considered to be 
reasonable and demonstrably justified, given the objective of preventing harm to the 
public and the deliberately titillatory nature of the image. 
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
